Surrounded by a mixture of architectural styles and 
liturgical ornamentation, it is difficult to imagine today 
that the site of the Holy Sepulchre was once a garden. The 


momentary lamenting of the gaudy clutter at the 
approach of the tomb of Jesus is soon dispelled when you - 


kneel in silent reverence beside the holy gray-stone slab 
on which the body of Jesus was laid after His crucifixion.

As yet, they did not understand the scriptures that 
Jesus had to rise from the dead. 


But He was crushed for our offenses. The God-made-man 
rejected and kicked out restores hope and gives meaning 
to all life.

another pope, John Paul II, Father Elizondo said that the 
ultimate aim of evangelization is permeating the entire 
created order with the Gospel, a theology of liberation 
which aims at the spirit, and from which all else flows. 
THE PRESENCE of. the Spanish-speaking, in 
_particular the Mexican-American, offers both a challenge 
and an opportunity to the Church in the United States, he 
said. 
Historically, said Father Elizondo, the Roman Catholic 
Church in the United States has been a ‘‘European”’ 


- Church: waves of Irish, German, and Italian immigrants 


crossed an ocean, essentially severed all ties with their 
homeland, and even brought their clergy and Sisters with 
them. This Church was a Church of the poor, and it was 
here that the social encyclicals of the popes found their 
greatest support, because every bishop, priest, or Sister 
had a family member who was part of the working poor. 


“It used to be that to be Catholic was to be poor, but

the Church has been gradually assimilated over a period 
of time, until today it is culturally ‘waspish,’ suburban, 
even upper class in many instances,’’? said Father 
Elizondo. 
THIS, HE NOTED, IS in strong contrast to the other 
great migration the United States is experiencing, that of 
south to north. And there is a special fluidity to the

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Charismatic leader: 
‘Word is undermined’ 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. (NC)—The Gospel, the whole 


Gospel, and nothing but the Gospel. 


That’s what charismatic leader Ralph Martin says 
Christians need but don’t always get from their churches. 


Martin, an internationally known leader in the 
Catholic charismatic renewal, told six bishops, about 130 
priests, and more than 2,000 lay people and Religious in 
Providence that ‘‘God’s word is: being undermined 
among His people.’’ Martin declared that: 


_® Jesus’ role as Savior and Lord is being obscured 
through direct denial, vague presentation of the Gospel, 
and silence. 


© Some theologians are confusing Catholics with 
misrepresentations of Church teaching on human 
sexuality. 


° Many Christians have lost their faith in ‘‘the 
absolute claim of Jesus Christ to be Savior and Lord of all 
humanity.” 


© Catholics have been paying little heed to the 
traditional belief of their Church in the second coming of 
Christ. 


° ‘False optimism’? blinds Christians to God’s 
judgment against the sins of society ahd to false teaching 
in the Church. 


Martin, who returned to the United States last fall after 
spending four years in Belgium working in the 
charismatic renewal with Cardinal Leo Jozef Suenens, 
retired archbishop of Malines-Brussels, emphasized the 
need for Catholics and other Christians to proclaim Jesus

her John Dreher, ator of the People of 
God’s Love community in Providence, which sponsored ~ 


‘the Providence talks, said the lectures represent a shift 


from a ‘‘prayer group phase’’ in the movement to the 
exercise of a prophetic role in the Church. 


HE SAID THE MOVEMENT is trying to fill a need 
to “work more explicitly in discovering those things that 
are not in accordance-with God’s word or the teaching of 
the Church.”’ 


Martin in his talks was sharply critical of Catholic and 
Protestant writers and theologians who, he said, deny or 
obscure the truth about Jesus or who distort official 
Church teaching. As an example he charged that one 
editorial in a Catholic magazine glorified bisexuality and 
that another magazine had urged disenchanted Catholics 
to “reinterpret Catholic doctrine for themiselves rather 
than leave the Church because they disagree.” 


_ Martin said he is sometimes asked ‘‘if I’m extremely 
liberal or extremely conservative. 

“‘T don’t know what I am,’’ he said. ‘‘I just want to be 
extremely faithful to God’s word.”’ 5 


“Abp. Lefebvre asks to meet pope 


_ ECONE, Switzerland (NC)— Suspended. Archbishop 
Marcel Lefebvre has asked to meet with Pope John Paul 
II during the papal visit in June to Switzerland. 


Archbishop Lefebvre, 76, rejects the liturgical reforms 
and concepts of religious freedom and ecumenism as 
formulated by the Second Vatican Council. He was 
suspended from all priestly ministry by Pope Paul VI in 
1976 after he illegally ordained several priests in defiance 
of a direct papal prohibition. 


DESPITE THE SUSPENSION he has continued to 
celebrate Mass and administer the sacraments. 


Under Pope Paul and Pope John Paul there have been 
discussions aimed at a reconciliation, but so far no 
agreement has been reached. ; 


Archbishop Lefebvre’s Priestly Society of St. Pius X, 
which is not approved by the Church, has numerous 
centers in Europe and the Americas. 


IT I§ THE MOST prominent of the dissident

JUSTICE FOR THE POOR — Argu- 
ing it’s essential that the poor continue to 
have access to justice, an official of the 
U.S. Catholic Conference testified in 
favor of continued federal funding for the 
Legal Services Corp. Msgr. Francis J. 
Lally, USCC secretary for social develop- 
ment and world peace, urged, however, 
that the program be prohibited from 
taking on cases involving abortion ad- 
vocacy, services, or referrals. 


POPE AS MEDIATOR — The steer- 
ing committee of the Argentine Bishops’ 
Conference said Pope John Paul II ‘‘is 
not trying to impose a given’solution”’ to 
the territorial dispute between Chile and 
Argentina over islands in the Beagle 
Chanel. The long papal mediation began 
in 1979 at the request of both countries. It 
involves rival claims to three small islands 
and the surrounding territorial waters 
near the Antarctic Ocean. 


OIL PROPOSALS REJECTED— 
The government should withdraw its pro- 
posed oil and gas legislation before the 
Canadian. Parliament because it would 
harm the rights of Indians and Eskimos, 
according to the Canadian Catholic 
bishops. The proposed legislation would 
have the effect of ‘‘further entrenching 
the people of the North in a situation of 
colonialism,’’ by increasing their eco- 
nomic dependence on the rest of Canada, 
said the bishops. 


PEACE IN LEBANON — The “‘only 
hope’’ for restoring peace and security in 
Lebanon is ‘‘the deployment of U.N. 
forces or at least forces under U.N. super~ 
vision,’’ according to Maronite-Rite 
Patriarch Antoine Pierre Khoraiche of 
Antioch, president of the Assembly of 
Catholic Patriarchs and Bishops in 
Lebanon. The U.S. bishops:and the U.S. 
government should ‘‘support this posi- 
tion,’’ he said. 


BIGOTRY CONDEMNED — Bigot- 
ry in Pennsylvania, including the recent 
dissemination of anti-Catholic comic 
books in some religious bookstores, has 
been condemned by Protestant and 
Catholic church leaders. The Pennsyl- 
vania Conference on Interchurch Coop-

bigotry and has condemned its evils. 


MISSILE SYSTEM OPPOSED— 
Calling his stance the ‘‘logical applica- 
tion’’ of the teachings of the Church and 
of Pope John Paul II, Bishop William K.

His opposition, 
he said, was not just to the development 
of the MX in Utah and Nevada but to the

Are you ready to be a martyr? 


It is not necessary to be a Peter or Paul, a 
Thomas More or Joan of Arc to be a martyr. 

There’s no shortage of martyrs even in this 
supposedly enlightened day and age, no 
Shortage of those prepared to die for their 
faith in God and for expressing it by their 
actions. 

Much has been written recently on the 
anniversary of the murder of Archbishop 
Oscar Romero of San Salvador, brutally 
gunned down while celebrating Mass. His 
martyr’s death has become a landmark in the 
recent unhappy history of that country. 

Also in that Central American state we 
have seen four American Catholic women 
murdered— three Maryknoll Sisters and a lay 
missionary. It happened just before Christmas 
and has never been satisfactorily explained. 

Angola, in south west Africa, has also been 
the scene of the murder~of a missionary 
recently—a priest. Capuchin Father George 
Cavedon was ambushed and killed as’ he was 
travelling to villages in his vast parish near 
Luanda, the capital. Why was he killed? Who 
knows. The record shows that he was simply a

missionary priest in a poor, isolated area 
whose people are infested with tropical 
diseases, drought-ridden and starving. He 
lived with them, and gave his life for 
them — literally. 

Then in East Africa recently a Consolata 
missionary priest, Father Louis Graiff, was 
murdered while on his way to celebrate Mass 
for the small Christian community of Parkati. 
The priest, like his counterpart in gee was 
tending to the spiritual needs of poverty 
stricken people in an isolated area where 
famine and drought are almost a way of life. 
But, for some unGodly reason, 200 bandits 
attacked his Land Rover and murdered him. He 
had, perhaps, seen too much of their banditry 
for his own health. So...he was eliminated. 

Fortunately for us, we are not called upon 
to give our lives for our faith—not yet, 
anyway.

SAN DIEGO—The Chrism Mass on 
Holy Thursday is the one time during the

Shroud of Turin one step closer 
to authentication by scientists

An official report from scientists which 
comes one step closer to declaring the 
Shroud of Turin an authentic human 
burial cloth was welcomed by Jesuit 
Father Francis L. Filas, a theologian who 
has studied the relic for 30. years. 


The scientists do not say that the cloth. 


is necessarily the burial wrapping of Jesus 
Christ that believers say it is, but they do 
think the image of a bearded man found 
on the cloth was formed when oils from 
human skin touched the surface of the 
cloth and adhered to it. 


BARRIE SCHWORTZ, a photo- 
grapher who was on the 30-member 
scientific team that traveled to Turin, said 
the scientists rejected the theories that the 
image was hand-painted or was the scorch 
marking of a metal statue exposed to a fire 
while wrapped in the cloth. He said the 
image was also inconsistent with the 
hypothesis offered by some believers that 
a burst of radiation from the body might 


‘have marked the cloth. 


The official report of the Shroud of 
Turin Research Project was released for 
the opening of an exhibit at the Brooks 
Institute of photography in Santa 
Barbara, Calif., said Father Filas, a pro- 
fessor of theology at Loyola University, 
Chicago. Chemical and photographic 
tests showed that the cloth image is not a 
forgery. 


“‘We can conclude for now that the 
shroud image is a real human form. It is 
no product of an artist,’’ the report said. 


SCIENTISTS HOPE to use 
carbon-14 tests-on the shroud, as soon as 
techniques which can use only minute 
threads of the cloth can be perfected. The 
carbon-14 dating tests could indicate the 
age of the shroud. 


“The greatest single fact in bringing 
the world to consider the authenticity of 
the shroud was the fact that since the 
middle 1970s scientific men and women 
of established reputations put their pres- 
tige behind their investigation of the 
cloth,’’ Father Filas said. 


‘*Hitherto, the problem had been that 
anyone with a church connection was 
considered suspiciously biased. The fact 
that scientists of many and no religious 
affiliations have come to an organized 
agreement is a stupendous step forward,”’ 
he said. 


THE CHIEF REASONS why the 
image could not have been painted, ac- 
cording to the scientists, are that the 
image adheres only to the top of the cloth 
fibers and is so thin that it would be very 
difficult to duplicate with any material 
that might be painted on. No chemical 
characteristics-of paint have been found. 


And the image, when run through a 
computer analysis, is found to be a perfect 
match for an image that would be made 
by laying a cloth over a body. 


The body oils theory accepted by the 
scientists, ‘‘would be like taking a white

St. Vincent de Paul Day 


The Society of St. Vincent de Paul 
will observe a National St. Vincent 
de Paul Day this Sunday, April 26. 
The purpose of the event is to pro- 
mote person-to-person service to the 
poor and the distressed through deve- 
lopment of SVDP units in parishes 
and communities. 


The observance coincides with the 
400th anniversary of the birth of St. 
Vincent de Paul, the apostle of char- 
ity for the universal Church. The 
society which bears his name was 
founded in 1833 by a small group of 
Catholic students at Paris’ Sorbonne, 
which had been challenged to show 
how religion could make a difference 
in the 19th century world. 

The society has 4,300 parish 
groups or conferences in this country, 

| and last year provided $10 million in 
cash and goods to help meet-family 
emergencies.

Father Filas and Redemptorist Father 
Adam Otterbein of Ephrata, Pa., who has 
also studied the shroud, note that science 
cannot prove the cloth is the burial shroud 
of Christ, it can only prove that it is not a 
fraud. 

THE SHROUD IS a 14-foot-long 
piece of faded linen, kept in a silver box in 
the cathedral in Turin, Italy. In a photo- 
graphic negative its markings appear as 


the image of a crucified man. 


Cardinal Cooke meets 


Reagan on tax credits 


NEW YORK (NC)—Cardinal Ter- 
ence Cooke of New York said recently 
that tuition tax credits were among the 
topics discussed when the cardinal called 
on President Reagan at the White House 
on Good Friday. 


““My visit was spiritual but we spoke of 
many matters, and you might imagine 
one would be in this area,’’ Cardinal 
Cooke said at the opening of the annual 
convention of the National Catholic 
Educational Association in New York. 


The 35-minute meeting in the family 
quarters at the executive mansion came at 
the end of the president’s first week back 
at the White House after he was wounded 
in an assassination attempt March 30. 

Cardinal Cooke arrived at one of the 
two New York hotels hosting the NCEA 
convention during the reading of a tele- 
gram from Reagan pledging his adminis- 
tration’s support for tuition tax credits. 

The president’s message noted that 
‘private, nongovernmental education’’ 
adds to the strength of the United States. 

“This administration will support tui- 
tion tax credits for private education,’’ 
the telegram said.

The man for all seasons 


I often wish St. Thomas More were a part of our times. We 
need a man of his vision, critical intelligence, and humor. 


It is too bad that saints were done such damage by their well- 
intentioned biographers. One can only conclude from reading 
some ‘‘lives’’ of the saints that the period that produced those 
biographies expected them to be as antiseptic and insipid as their 
surviving plaster statues. 


Have you ever looked at the Holbein portrait of St. Thomas 
More? Holbein’s More is a Renaissance man, virile in velvet and 
furs with the gold chain of office around his neck. His face is 
strong, yet tranquil, with a firmly-set chin that bears what is 
unmistakenly a five o’clock shadow and eyes that, seeing more 
clearly than most of his contemporaries’, look calmly into the 
future. : 


Also, one sees a touch of sadness in the portrait, caught by the 
artist who painted More during his conflict with Henry VIII over 


the Boleyn affair. Shortly after the portrait was finished, More . 


fell from favor, was removed as chancellor of England, and 
sentenced to the Tower of London, where he was convicted of 
treason. 


More was not a cardinal, as his predecessor in that office 
had been. He was a family man who raised a large family, 
married twice, and became the hub of an even larger 
extended family in Chelsea. His home was frequented not 
only by the great painter Holbein, but by Henry VIII, and 
Erasmus, another great and critical contemporary mind. The 
breadth of More’s interests and tastes, as well as his capacity 
for friendship, resulted in his being described as “‘the man 
for all seasons.’’ 


There is only one way that a person comes to be among the 
canon of the saints—and this is through imitation of Jesus 
Christ. Like St. Paul, who boasted of the fact, a saint is one who 
comes. to bear on his or her. body the marks of the passion of 
Christ. That is my reason for talking about St. Thomas More in 
this column. The Church could benefit from his kind of piety and 
sanctity today. His kind has little to do with what is heralded as 
sanctity by some today. There is nothing safe about it. 


More had an appreciation for the Incarnation. He saw the 
implications for the world in Christ’s enfleshment. All things 
were God-touched. Human history and the culture that resulted 
had value and revealed God’s ongoing dealings with humankind. 
Human history and the culture that resulted also spoke of our 
having been saved by the passion and resurrection of Jesus 
Christ. 


Nor did his fascination for the Kingdom that was coming blind 
him to concerns that were worldly and contemporary. He was a 
politician, in a political arena that knew more intrigue on the part 
of far more capable minds than ever was perpetrated in the 
darkest days of the Nixon administration. 


More lived in an era of civil and ecclesial decadence. He was 
blind to neither and criticized both. In that, he shared a talent 
with Erasmus. While he was critical, he also was loyal— he knew 
that the Church, as flawed as she was, remained the Bride of 
Christ. 


When one is right with God, it seems humor is a necessary 
adjunct even in the face of great trial. Humor depends on 
being able to recognize the incongruous. Pomposity almost 
always blinds one to incongruity. More engaged in playful 
bantor with his executioner and boasted that as his beheader, 
the axman would send More to God. Therefore, he urged, the 
axman should not shrink from his task. 


It is that kind of assurance, rooted in sanctity, that speaks 
eloquently to the world of the power of Christ’s redeeming grace, 
at work in those who recognize their own frailty and mortality, 
while keeping their eyes fixed on His saving love.

‘‘So, it is time to let members of the 


_ Senate Finance Committee and _ the 


Assembly Ways and Means Committee 
know. the poor people of California must 
not be shortchanged,’’ asserts the 
CCCCD. 


CCCCD points out Governor Jerry 
Brown’s proposal of a 4.75 percent in- 
crease in these categories is far short.of the 
11.2 percent required under the Califor- 


nia Necessities Index. Also under. 


consideration are bills to repeal the man- 
date for an annual automatic cost of living 
adjustment altogether. 


THE MEMORANDUM adds: “‘It is 
unthinkable to assume that persons 
dependent on public assistance can live on 
anything less than they are receiving at 
present. If this assistance is not adjusted 
for the increase in housing, food, utilities, 
and transportation costs, then children, 
the elderly, and the disabled will receive 
an indefensible cut.’’

e_A loss of 300,000 jobs in training 
centers supported by federal funds. 


Major national Catholic organizations 
are opposing these measures. 

What makes the situation more critical 
than ever is that both in Washington and 


- Sacramento the lawmakers and adminis- 


trations are determined to balance their 
budgets and cut taxes if possible. 


In California the legislature is faced 
with a Proposition 13 ‘‘crunch’’ and in 
Washington there is a move to overcome 
a huge budget deficit. 


MEANWHILE, defense spending and 
the space program get top priority in 
Washington and prison construction, 
education, and highways compete for 
funds in California. 


Special interests, which contribute to 
political campaigns, have more clout than 
the church groups, consumer advocates, 
and civil -liberties organizations, which 
must win on merit alone. 


The Pope 
Speaks 


Unlimited freedom an illusion 


’ VATICAN CITY (NC)— Unlimited freedom is an illusion 
and genuine freedom must be based on truth, Pope John Paul II 
told 5,000 Catholic university students. 


‘‘When ‘he is programmed and made ‘the object of arbitrary 
reduction, conceived and brought up to become encapsulated in’ 


the needs and consumptions of materialistic society, man rebels 
in the end,’’ the pope said. 

**Without knowing the real roots of his malaise, he gives vent 
to his rage blindly. He becomes an instrument of senseless 
violence.”’ 


Pope John Paul said that the ancient question —‘‘What is 
truth?’*— occupies a ‘‘privileged position’’ in the university 
milieu. } 

But at the same time, he said, there is no other question that 
‘farouses so much perplexity and indifference in the milieu of 
your society, weakened by a pragmatism that tends to translate 
such fundamental questions into quite different terms: What use 
does truth have? When it is impoverished in this way, the 
question no longer arouses any deep interest in man.”’ 


The real truth that makes men free is found in Christianity, 
the pontiff said. 


“‘Christ says, ‘The truth will make you free.’ The truth that 
He proclaims to man is not an abstraction, then, but a light that 
is cast over our life,’’ the pope said. ‘‘It is He Himself, He who 
proclaims, ‘I am the way, the truth, and the life.” He is the guide 
for a life free from the restrictions of selfishness and social 
manipulation.”’ 


The truth about God and man revealed in Christ, he said, is 
‘‘the one perspective in which freedom of mankind is truly made, 
real, namely the freedom from the limitations of evil.’’ 


The pope urged the university students in their studies: to 


integrate the truths of parts (in the various scierices) with ‘the’ 
supreme truth, to integrate freedom with moral responsibility in 


a.firm unity of Christian life.’’

The Sunday Readings

~ The miracle of the Resurrection 


April 26, 1981, Second Sunday of Easter. Acts 
2:42-47; 1 Peter 1:3-9; John 20:19-31. 


The Easter experience is at the very core of our faith in . 


Jesus Christ. Put to death and buried, He truly rose from 
the dead, leaving a worshipping community —the 
Church —in His place. Yet He has not left the Church an 
orphan; the Holy Spirit—Jesus’ spirit—remains with 
her until the end of time. 

We glimpse that early Church in the first few moments 
after her birth, an apostolic Church grounded firmly in the 
teaching and the presence of the apostles whom Jesus 
commissioned to teach and sanctify in His name. 


THE EARLY CHRISTIANS lived a life in common, 
worshipping together, sharing their possessions, persever- 
ing in their faith. Unity is a hallmark of the Church: it is 
one in its teaching or didache; it is one in brotherhood or 
Koinonia; and it is one in service or diakonia. 


The great moment when all comes together for the 
disciples is the same moment when we find the highest 
expression of our common life together in Christ: in the 
Mass, in the Supper of the Lord, in the breaking of the 
bread that has become the Body of Christ. 


Our second reading is taken from the first letter of 
Peter, a letter we will read on all of these Sundays of 
Easter. Peter has given us a glimpse of what may actually 


_be an ancient baptismal hymn, a profession of faith in the 


Risen Lord which does not depend on our having seen 
Him. 


WE FOLLOW JESUS because we believe im Him, 
and from this belief comes hope. There is bound to be 
trial and tribulation and suffering in this earthly life, but 
we rejoice in this! Our faith is tried like gold in a white-hot 
crucible, and perseverence is rewarded in heaven. 


We are born again in baptism, and the birthright we 
receive — sons and daughters of the Father because we are 
brothers and sisters to His Son—is kept ready for us-in 
heaven. The new life given us now is meant to be 
perfected now, but with an eye toward future glory. 


The Risen Christ is the center of our faith, and in St. 
John’s Gospel Jesus on a number of occasions shows 
Himself to the apostles and disciples as living proof of the 
resurrection. He has been transformed into something 
completely new, and yet He retains His body. The 
resurrection is not an apparition — though Jesus can enter 
a locked room, He still bears the nail marks in His hands 
and feet, the lance wound in His side. 


WITH THE COMING of the Risen Christ comes , 


peace, but a peace beyond all human understanding. 
Jesus gives His apostles peace not as the world gives it, 


and breathes upon them the Holy Spirit and the power 
even to forgive sins in His name. 


As ‘Jesus has overcome the world, He will leave the 
Church community gathered in His name with the means 
to overcome this sinful world. Breath means life,.and in 
Hebrew spirit and breath are one and the same. In the 
sacrament of reconciliation Jesus is operative through His 
priest and in the Spirit, cleansing from sin and infusing 
the true peace that only comes from Ged. 


Only Thomas—the original’ ‘‘doubting 
Thomas’’ — refuses to believe until he has seen Jesus for 
himself. And when he does, he addresses Jesus in the 
same terms as Israel addressed Yahweh: Jesus is both 
Lord and God, a profession of faith that comes from 
seeing. How much more blessed will they be who have not 
seen, but have still believed? 


IS THE RESURRECTION a miracle? ae we 
explain it away? St. Augustine (354-430) writes: ‘‘...He 
had risen in such physical substantiality that He was not 
only seen by His disciples but even touched by them. 
Some persons are so disturbed by this matter that they 


‘endanger themselves, setting up the prejudice of their 


own reasoning against divine miracles...if you 
understand the way, there is no miracle; and if there 
seems to you to be no miracle, you are close to denying 
that He rose from the tomb.’’ 
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VATICAN CITY (NC)— During one 
e of the coldest and wettest Roman Easter 
weekends in recent memory, Pope John 
Paul II kept to a hectic schedule of tradi- 
a tional Holy Week services and continued 
i a new ‘“‘tradition’’ initiated last year. 


The long-time traditions included the 
Stations of the Cross at the Roman Colos- 
seum on Good Friday, a Holy Thursday 
foot-washing ceremony at Rome’s St. 
John Lateran Basilica, the Easter vigil 
baptism of 20 converts, and the joyful, 
crowded Easter morning Mass in St. 
Peter’s Square. 


THE NEW TRADITION was con~- 
tinued when Pope John Paul spent part of 
Good Friday hearing confessions at St. 
Peter’s Basilica, indicating with the pre- 
viously unannounced gesture that he may 
make it a part of the Vatican Holy Week 
tradition. 


, On Good Friday last year, the Polish- 
born pope became the first pontiff in his- 
tory known to have heard the confessions 
of ordinary Catholics in St. Peter’s. 


The pope’s talks during the period 
from Holy Thursday to Easter Sunday 
(April 16-19) centered on the message of 
hope and sacrifice embodied in Christ’s 
death and resurrection: ‘ 


_>current topics, including world peace, 
Italy’s upcoming referendums on abor- 
tion, and religious repression. 


“‘May the thoughts of peace prevail. 
And may respect for life prevail,’’ Pope 
John Paul told about 250,000 people 
packed into St. Peter’s Square for his urbi 
et orbi (to the city and the world) message at 
noon on Easter Sunday.

SE direct these greetings to all those 
who live in anxiety, in tension, under 
threat—to all individuals and_peo- 
plés—in particular to those of you who 
have the greatest need of this peace,’’ he 
said. 

The weather provided a sharp contrast 
to the scene two days earlier at the Roman 
Colosseum, ancient site of pagan cere- 
monies, where the pope led the Stations of 
the Cross under a continual rain. 


CARRYING A LIGHT wooden cross 
and protected by a black umbrella held by 
aides, Pope John Paul stopped at each 
station for the recitation of Christ’s pas- 
sion in seven languages. 


‘“This cross stands here, amid the ruins 
of the Colosseum, like a sign,’’ the pope 
said after completing the Stations of the 
Cross. 


“‘We cannot end this day without 
thinking about, without embracing with 
memory and heart, those many brothers 
and sisters of ours in the faith, who, in our 
time too, are ready to suffer dishonor for 
love of Christ’s name, in various ways, by 
various forms of humiliation, discrimina- 
tion, imprisonment, and torture,’’ he 
added. 


‘““MAY THE POWER of your love 
once more be shown to be greater than 
the evil that threatens it,’’ Pope John Paul 
prayed. 


The pope began Holy Week observ- 
ances April 12 by blessing palms and cele- 
brating Mass in St. Peter’s Square before 
about 40,000 people.

He spent most of the next day in 
seclusion, before beginning the 10 p.m. 
Easter vigil.

Southwest today, noted Father Elizondo, that does not 
exist with other groups. 

Those who trace their origins to Mexico can cross and 
recross the border; channels of communication with 
family back in Mexico are open and easy; and the 
Southwest has been a traditional Mexican homeland for 
centuries. 


But most important of all, said Father Elizondo, is the 
fact that there is a Latin American race consciousness that 
transcends even color, at once Spanish’ and native 
American, and with an historical dimension which cannot 
simply be divorced from matters of sociology, culture, 
and genetics. 


‘‘NOWHERE IN RELIGIOUS history do you have 
the religious phenomenon of a Lady of Guadalupe taking 
place alongside the birth of a people,’’ he said. ‘“The 
apparition of Our Lady coincides with the birth of a 
people, and you cannot understand our Mexican people 
without her.’ 


Although Catholicism and the very fabric of Mexican 


- history and social consciousness are intertwined, said 


Father Elizondo, the picture is further complicated by the 
fact that the Northern European church which came to 
the United States was a post-Reformation church with a 
heavy emphasis on institution, sacraments, and clergy. 


“But the Latin American church was already pre- 
Reformation renewed when it came to the New World,’’ 


“he said. ‘‘It was already more personal in its approach, 


largely due to the efforts of the Franciscans in Europe 
before Luther. There had already’ been a _ biblical- 
evangelical renewal, especially out of the University of 
Alcala. To the missionaries, the New World was a 
theological term.”’ 


THE RESULT HAS BEEN a very personal, 
devotional approach to the faith, said Father Elizondo,

take ‘total view’ of problem 


WASHINGTON (NC)—Chilean Dr. 


Hernan Sanhueza told a regional meeting 
of the International Planned Parenthood 
Federation (IPPF) in Washington that its 
relations with the Church were turning 
from cold to warm. 


Jesuit Fathers Renato Poblete and Juan 
Wicht also addressed the gathering of 130 
Latin Americans and others to clarify the 
Catholic Church’s position on artificial 
birth control. In most of its programs, 
IPPF advocates population control and 
family planning through artificial means. 


SANHUEZA, WHO is IPPF regional 
director for Latin America, said discus- 
sions on population and human develop- 
ment had helped ‘‘to continue a fruitful 
dialogue we began with the Church two 
years ago.”’ 


‘In preparation for the Rome Synod 
(of Bishops) on the family last October, 
the Latin American bishops had a meet- 
ing in Panama in August and they invited 
me to participate. There is no doubt that 
the cold relations between us and the 
Church were to some extent due to mis- 
understanding,’’ he said. 


One reason, said Father Wicht, an 
economist doing doctoral work at. the 
Boston Center for Latin America, is that 
the Church takes a total view of popula- 
tion problems within the context of social 
justice. 


“The problem is not so much high 
birth rates but the ‘social disorder’ caused 
by economic gaps aggravated by infla- 
tion, scarcity of resources, and unfair dis- 
tribution of wealth,’’ he said. 


‘“*TO SAY THAT children of the poor 
die because they are too many is not 
honest. Yes, they can be too many be- 
cause parents have not the proper know- 
ledge or responsibility. But the social-eco- 
nomic conditions must be improved first, 
for they affect personal relations deeply 
like love and respect. Look at the figures 
on single mothers and abandoned women 
and children. A well-established couple 
can make better decisions on family size 
than disorganized individuals,’’ ~ said 
Father Wicht, a Peruvian. 


Father Poblete, a sociologist who heads 
the Latin American Institute on Social 
Development in Santiago, Chile, spoke of 
inoral and religious aspects. He said: 


“‘Often the Church is perceived as an 
obstacle to IPPF programs, yet the 
Church also speaks of family planning, al- 
though in different terms... Understand- 
ing change yet fulfilling its prophetic mis- 
sion to safeguard human and Christian 


values, the Church fundamentally teaches 
respect for life. 


‘““WE RECOGNIZE problems of 
abortion. and birth control in predomi- 
nantly Catholic countries. That is one 
reason the Church has been deeply in- 
volved in total human development, as 
shown by the Medellin and Puebla docu- 
ments.’’ 


Medellin is the Colombian city that in 
1968 hosted the second conference of the 
Latin American bishops. Puebla, 
Mexico, was the site in 1979 of their third 
conference. Father Poblete cited pro- 
grams to implement the documents 
drawn up at the two meetings. 


“‘One of the sessions of this (Washing- 
ton) meeting heard criticism and saw ten- 
sions regarding the Church stand on birth 
control. The encyclical Humanae Vitae (of 
Pope Paul VI) speaks of natural methods 
and opposes the use of artificial ones out 
of respect for the human person, seeking 
real ‘human’ relations among couples. 
Birth control, therefore, cannot be made 
the total and only issue. This pope bound 
together the issues of procreation and 
social development in his 1965 address to 
the United Nations.”’ 


TO A QUESTION about the 
‘‘gradual’’ understanding of the 
Church’s stand by the people of God who 
experience ‘‘conflicts of conscience,’’ as 


, mentioned in last October’s world Synod 


of Bishops, Father Poblete responded that 
“Pope John Paul II is not changing 
Church law but showing a new perception. 
of that law.”’ 


Sanhueza said that this ‘‘conflict of 
conscience’’ situation was discusssed at 
the Panama meeting with the bishops. 


“‘The issue should not be taken out of. 
proportion. In fact couples among the - 


poor, especially the Indian tribes, have 
practiced their own natural methods for 
centuries. The challenge now is how to 
clearly define the right to life.’’

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Strong national defense lesser of evils, says bishop 


ST. LOUIS (NC)—A strong national 
defense must be maintained as “‘the lesser 
of various: evils,’’ according to Bishop 
John J. O’Connor, vicar general of the 
U.S. Military Vicariate and a member of 
the U.S. bishops’ new ad hoc committee 
on war and peace. 


~ Bishop O’Connor addressed the closing 


‘session of the national leadership confer- 


ence of the Cardinal Mindszenty Founda- 
tion in St. Louis. 


EARLIER, IN an interview with the 
St. Louis Review, newspaper of the Arch- 


diocese of St. Louis, Bishop O’Connor — 


said he makes a distinction. between the 
question of nuclear superiority, which he 
called ‘‘a highly technical issue,’’ and the 
nuclear arms race. 


“Certainly I would agree with any 
bishops or any others who expressed their 
abhorrence and alarm over the continued 
stockpiling of nuclear weapons, the poten- 
tial of a nuclear holocaust, and the mad- 
ness of an arms race which not only con- 
tinues to imperil peace but certainly uses 
tremendous resources that could be used 
so- much more beneficially,’’ Bishop 
O’Connor said. 


In March a group of 17 bishops 


appealed for intensified dialogue and 
debate within the Church on nuclear 
arms and military aid to ‘‘governments 
that foster injustice in the name of anti- 
Communism.’’ The appeal, in a letter 
from Archbishop Joseph L. Bernardin of 
Cincinnati, chairman of the war and 
peace committee, advocated careful con- 
sideration of ‘‘the possibility of unilateral 
disarmament.”’ 


BISHOP. O’CONNOR said he 
‘‘would agree with the Holy Father and

“Tt is incumbent on us to urge that in- 


justices not be supported by any element 
whether it is by a ruling government or by 


revolutionaries,’’ he said. That theme has 
been stressed ‘‘very, very strongly’’.by 
the present pope, he continued, ‘‘that no 
one has a rhonopoly on justice and that in- 
justice can be perpetrated by any ele- 
ment, either a ruling regime or even the 
people at large.”’ 


BISHOP O’CONNOR, who earlier 
this year published a book, Jn Defense of 
Life, which takes up such issues as a just 
war, conscientious objection to war, paci- 
fism, and nuclear weapons, said he re- 
gretted that the final section of the book, 
concerning education for peace specific- 
ally in terms of respect for life, has re- 
ceived less attention. 


Both Paul VI and John Paul II, speak- 
ing of respect for life, Bishop O’Connor 
said, ‘‘weren’t talking platitudes when 
they talked about respect for life and 
particularly the horrors..of abortion as 
related to the whole business of peace and 
war,”’ 


Religious leaders protest naming sub

The naming of a nuclear attack sub- 
marine Corpus Christi has sparked protests 
from religious leaders: pointing out the 
irony of giving a weapon a name which in 
Latin means Body of Christ. . 

‘It’s the name of a city’’ in Texas, 
William Ball told the Providence (R.1.) 
Journal. Ball, chief clerk of the armed ser- 
vices committee, said, “‘I don’t know why 
they’re objecting now. The first call I got 
was from some kook who claims to repre- 
sent the Catholic Church. But he’s a little 
late and anyway, this isn’t religious. It’s 
the name of a city.’’ 


_ NAVY OFFICIALS said they had no 
plans to change the name chosen by Navy 
Secretary John H. Lehman. The Navy 


marines. after U.S. cities. Sen. John G. 
Tower (R-Texas), chairman of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, was instru- 


mental in having the submarine, built by - 


Electric Boats, General Dynamics in 
Groton, Conn., named after a city in his 
home state. 


Archbishop John Whealon of Hartford, 
Conn., said the sub’s war-making capa- 
bilities make the name ‘‘inappropriate’’ 
and offensive to Catholics. 


Bishop Daniel P. Reilly of Norwich, — 


Conn., said in a statement April 16 that 
he deplored the naming of the submarine, 
“capable of such great destruction, after 
the prince of peace, Jesus Christ. It is an 
action that is offensive to the faith and 
conscience of millions of Americans and 
totally inappropriate in a nation that re- 
spects an individual’s right to belief and 
to worship.”’ 


FATHER EDMUND S. Nadolny, 
director of the Office of Radio and Tele- 
vision of the Hartford Archdiocese, plans 
a protest for the April 25 launching of the 
sub at Groton, where he has demonstrat- 
ed before. He said he hoped the protest 
would draw over 4,000 people. 


“Christ died for our sins and He’s 
being identified with the worst of man- 
kind—a nuclear attack,’’ Father 
Nadolny said. ‘“The arms race is causing 
the mystical body of Christ to suffer,’’ he 
continued, saying he objected ‘‘to iden- 
tifying Christ with the cause of 
suffering.” 


Corpus Christi, Texas was named 
specifically in honor of the body of Christ, 
the priest said. ‘“There is a real religious 
basis to this... Quakers wouldn’t allow a 
sub to be called William Penn.”’ 


FATHER NADOLNY said that he is 
trying to bring the submarine to the 
attention of as many people as possible 
because “‘my one voice is unimportant.”’ 
He believes ‘‘anyone with a Christian 
heritage’’ should be offended by choice of 
the name. 


Responsible government officials 
‘thave blundered badly,’’ Msgr. Francis 
J. Lally, U.S. Catholic Conference social 
development and world peace secretary, 
said of the decision to name the sub Corpus 
Christi. 

“This error in judgment can still be 
rectified and action in this direction 
should be taken promptly. If we must 
have engines of war and defense, let us 
not launch them with religious titles.’’

Murders being investigated 

WASHINGTON (NC)—The 
Reagan administration has assured 
the U.S. bishops that it continues to 
give a “‘high priority’’ to investiga- 
tion of the murders in El Salvador of 
four American women last Decem- 
ber. 


The assurances came in a letter to 
Archbishop John R. Roach of St. 
Paul-Minneapolis, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops. Earlier, Archbishop Roach 
had written Secretary of State Alex- 
ander Haig urging completion of the 
murder investigation and expressing 
the bishops’ hope that ‘‘any attempt 
to call into question the evangelical 
quality of the lives and ministry’’ of 
the four women would be rejected.

Deliberate ignorance increases guilt

NEW YORK (NC)—‘‘After all, it goes against the 
grain to murder an archbishop, especially if you had the 
kind of upbringing I had.’’ The man who says that is a 
rich Catholic landowner. But despite what recent events 
in Latin America might lead one to think, he’s not a 
Latin. He’s an Englishman, one of the barons who had 
just murdered Archbishop Thomas a Becket of 
Canterbury in T.S. Eliot’s Murder in the Cathedral. 


Their hands still red with the martyr’s blood, the baron 
and his companions attempt to appeal to the audience’s 
sense of fair play and to explain why Becket’s death was 
but an unpleasant means to an end that had to be 
achieved, an operational necessity, as some governments 
gnight put it today. 


LAST MONTH I WAS fortunate enough to see a fine 
production of Murder in the Cathedral by St. Malachy’s 
Theatrespace, a professional group which, though it 
usually performs in a theater in the basement of St. 
Malachy’s Church just off Times Square, did Eliot’s play 
in the sanctuary of the church itself. 


The timing of the production, no less than its setting, 
could hardly have been more apt, since the end of March 
marked the first anniversary of the murder of Archbishop 
Oscar Romero of San Salvador, El Salvador. And so 
when I heard the baron and his hard-nosed companions 
rationalizing what they had done in terms of national 
interest, Eliot’s fine irony gave the events in El Salvador a 
greater immediacy and emotional force than they had had 
for me up to that moment. 


E] Salvador, as Newsweek’s Meg Greenfield observed in 
a recent column, is a tragic example of the difficulty of 
taking a stand when the facts themselves are in dispute. 
Difficult, however, doesn’t mean impossible, and though 
‘some forms of ignorance may excuse or lessen 
responsibility, others do not. The ignorance that 
reasonable effort can overcome does not. On the 
contrary, it, together with the ignorance that we 
deliberately foster, only increases our guilt. 


THE MURDERS OF ARCHBISHOP Romero and

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complex its ramifications. Those who have lorded it over 
an oppressed people for generations want to keep on 
doing just that, and in the archbishop and the four heroic 
women they recognized a power that stood in their way. 


And. Eliot’s Murder in the Cathedral, which like 
Sophocle’s Antigone focuses the moral essentials of a 
complex issue with such clarity and force that it affects the 
thinking of all educated people, makes it that much more 
difficult for anyone who has any claim to culture to 
remain willfully ignorant. . 


The murder of an archbishop is indeed a serious 
matter, as Eliot brings home to us with the power of a 
great poet. Serious not because an archbishop is worth 
more in the sight of God than the lowliest member of his 
flock, but because of what his murder implies. If the 
wolves dare to strike down the shepherd, how will they 
treat the flock? They strike down the shepherd, in fact, 
precisely because they want to devour the flock. 


In 1966 Pope Paul VI established World 
Communications Day to symbolize the Church’s regard 
for the media and the significance of their role in modern 
life. This year, though the official date for the observance 
is May 31, the bishops of the United States are sponsoring 
a celebration of it on April 28 at the United Nations. 
Father Theodore Hesburgh, president of the University 
of Notre Dame, will introduce Kurt Waldheim, secretary 
general of the United Nations, who will give the principal 
address. The theme for this 15th observance is the media 


‘and responsible human freedom. 


I THINK IT’S APPROPRIATE, then, considering 
the theme of World Communications Day, to write about 
the link between Canterbury and El Salvador which, 
thanks to T.S. Eliot’s power to: communicate, is far more 
apparent than it might otherwise have been. For it stresses 
an aspect of communications that might get lost sight of in 


our fascination with the new technology and _ its 
implications. 

Communicating ‘‘the facts’ is but the first step. Even 
the six o’clock news tries to go beyond that to establish the 
context that alone will give the facts significance. Finally, 
after all the degrees of communication that follow, it can 
fall to the creative artist to give a further dimension of 
truth to the facts, a dimension that touches our heart and 
impels to action with a special insistence. 


And so on this 15th observance of World 
Communications Day, though it is right for us to honor 
editors, producers, directors, writers, cameramen, and 
other dedicated professionals in the media, let us also 
honor and support those who might be able to interpret 
the tragedy of El Salvador as Eliot interpreted the tragedy 
of Canterbury and so affect the thinking of generations to 
come.
